NEW YOBK, Aug. 13.—William Jennings 


Bryan, of Nebraska, and Arthur Sewall, 
of Maine, were last night formally noti- 
,&e& of their nomination by the Demo- 
cratic party for the offices of president and 
vice president at a meeting in the big 
Madison Square-Garden, which was a no- 
table political event and a remarkable 
climax to the remarkable tour of the pres- 
idential candidate across the continent. 
An army numbering thousands lilled the 
streets for several squares from the build- 
ing in hope of seeing the candidate. Tho 
hall was a fiery furnace. Mr. Bryan spoke 
to 12,000 ticket holders for nearly two 
hours. Mr. Sewall spoke briefly after 
Bryan and was -heartily cheered. Gover- 
nor ijfcone, of Missouri, delivered the noti- 
fication speech, 


Urs. Bryan was given an enthusiastic 


reception when she appeared, but when 
the candidate appeared there was a regular 
pandemonium, and it was sometime be- 
fore Chairman Jones could introduce the 
chairman of the evening, Hon. Elliott 
Danforth. 
The demonstration was re- 


newed when Sir. Bryan was introduced, 
and the cheering continued for several 
minutes. 


Mr. Bryan started with the statement 


that he would later present his formal let- 
ter of acceptance, and then denounced the 
violent assaults of his political opponents. 
He then went into an exhaustive discus- 
sion of the issues of the campaign. Quot- 
ing from Andrew Jackson that "distinc- 
tions in society will always exist under 
every government," he proceeded in sub- 
stance as follows: 


We yield to none in our devotion to the 


doctrine just enunciated. Our campaign 
has not for its object the reconstruction 
of society. We cannot insure to the 
vicious the fruits of a virtuous life; we 
would not invade the home of the provi- 
dent in order to supply the wants of the 
spendthrift; we do not propose to trans- 
fer the rewards of Industry to the lap of 
indolence. Property is and will remain 
the stimulus to endeavor and the compen- 
sation for toil. We believe, as asserted in 
the Declaration of Independence, that all 
men are created equal; but that does not 
mean that all men are or can be equal in 
possessions, in ability or in merit; it sim- 
ply means that all shall stand equal be- 
fore the law, and that government officials 
shall not; in making, construing or en- 
forcing the law, discriminate between cit- 
izens. 


Those who stand upon the Chicago plat- 


form believe that the government should 
not only avoid wrong doing, but that it 
should prevent wrong doing, and they be- 
lieve that the law should be enforced alike 
against all enemies of the public weal. 
They do not oxcuse petit larceny, but they 
declare that grand larceny is equally a 
crime: they do not defend the occupation 
of the highwayman who robs the unsus- 
pecting traveler, but they include among 
the transgressors those who, through the 
more polite and less hazardous means of 
legislation, appropriate to their own use 
the proceeds of the toil of others. 


The Chicago platform has been con- 


demned by some because it dissents from 
an opinion rendered by the supreme court 
declaring the Income tax law unconstitu- 
tional. Our critics even go so far as to 
apply the name of anarchist to those who 
stand upon that plank of the platform. 
It must be remembered that we expressly 
recognize the binding force of that decis- 
ion m long as it stands as a part of the 
law of the land. There Is in the platform 
no suggestion of an attempt to dispute 
the authority of the supreme court. The 
people have & right to criticize official acts. 


The gold standard has been weighed in 


the balance and found wanting. 
Take 


from it the powerful support of the money 
owning and the money changing classes 
and it cannot stand for one day in any na- 
tion in tho world. It was fastened upon 
the United States without discussion be- 
fore tho rwple. and it^ friends have never 
rot beeu willing to risk a verdict before 
the voters upon that Is^uc. 


Our opponents sometimes admit that it 


w.rsa rai<.-.kt« to demonetize silver, but 
insist that we should submit to present 
conditions nUher than return to the bi- 
metallic system. They err in supposing 
that we LKTO reached tho end of evil re- 
sults of a gold standard; we have not 
reached tlie cad. Tho injury is n. continu- 
ing one, and no person can say how long 
the world is to suJTcr from the attempt to 
make gold the or.ly standard money. So 
long as the scramble for pold continues 
prices mnst fall, nnd » general fall ia 
prices Is but another definition of hard 
times. 


A gold Stan-ton! encourages the hoard-

"The contraction of tho currency is a far 


more distressing operation than senators 
suppose. Our own and other nations have 
gone through that operation before. It is 
not possible to take that voyage without 
the sorest distress. To every person except a 
capitalist out <;f debt, or a salaried officer, 
or annuitant, it is a period of loss, danger, 
lassitude of trade, fall of wages, suspen- 
sion of enterprise, bankruptcy and dis- 
aster." 


Mr. Blalue discussed the same principle 


in connection with the demonetization of 
silver. Spe^kiiij,- in the- house of represen- 
tatives on tba 7th, uf February, 1873, ho 
said : "I believj tho struggle now going on 
in this ooimcry and other countries for a 
single gold -tfamlarrt would, if successful, 
produce widsspiea'l disaster in and 
throughout the commercial world. Tho 
destruction, of silver as money, and the 
establishing of gold as the sole unit of 
value, must have a rsiinous effect on all 
forms of property, except those invested 
which yield a fixed return iu money. These 
would be enormously enhanced in value, 
and would gain a disproportionate and 
unfair advantage over every other species 
of property." 


We are not asking that a new experi- 


ment be tried ; we are insisting upon a re- 
turn to a financial policy approved by the 
experience of history and supported by all 
tho prominent statesmen of our nation 
from the days of our first president down 
to 1873. When we ask that our mints be 
opened to the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver into full legal tender money we 
are simply asking that tho same mint 
privileges be accorded to silver that are 
now accorded to gold. 


There is an actual necessity for bimetal- 


lism, as well as a theoretical defense of it. 
During the last twejfcy-throe years legis- 
lation has been creating an additional de- 
mand for gold, and this has resulted in in- 
creasing the purchasing power of each 
ounce of gold. The restoration of bimetal- 
lism in the United States will take away 
from gold just so much of its purchasing 
power as was added to it by the demoneti- 
zation of silver by the United States. 


We contend that free and unlimited 


coinage by the United States alone will 
raise the bullion value of silver to its 
coinage value, and thus make silver bul- 
lion worth 11.29 per ounce in gold through- 
out the world. This proposition is in 
keeping with natural laws, not in defiance 
of them. The best known law of com- 
merce is in the law of- supply and demand. 
We recognize this law and build our argu- 
ments upon it. We apply this law to 
money when we say that a reduction in 
the volume of money will raise the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar. We also apply 
the law of supply and demand to silver 
when we say that a new demand for silver 
created by law will raise the price of sil- 
ver bullion. 


If, for any reason, the supply of gold or 


silver in the future ever exceeds the re- 
quirements of the arts and the needs of 
commerce we confidently hope that the 
Intelligence of the people will be sufficient 
to devise and enact any legislation neces- 
sary for the protection of the public. It 
is folly to refuse to the people the money 
which they now need for fear they may 
hereafter have more than they need. 


The American people now owe a large 


sum to European creditors, and fallen 
prices have left a larger and larger margin 
between our net national income and our 
annual interest charges. There is only one 
way to stop the increasing flow of gold 
from our shores, and that is to stop falling 
prices. The restoration of bimetallism 
will not only stop falling prices, but will 
to some extent restore prices by reducing 
the world's demand for gold. 


Perhaps the most persistent misrepre- 


sentation that wo have to meet is the 
charge that we are advocating the pay- 
ments of debts in 50-cent dollars. At the 
present time, and under present laws, a 
silver dollar, wHezi melted, loses nearly 
half its value, but that will not be true 
when we again establish a mint price for 
silver and leave no surplus silver upon the 
market to drag down the price of bullion. 
Under bimetallism silver bullion will be 
worth as much as silver coin, and we be- 
lieve that a silver dollar will be worth as 
much as a gold dollar. 


In 1878 Mr. Carlisle said: "Mankind 


will be fortunate if th? annual production 
of gold and silver coin shall keep pace 
with tho annual increase of popjUation 
and industry." I repc-nt this assertion. 
All of the gold and r.;vcr annually avail- 
able for coinage, when converted into coin 
at the present ratio, will not, in my judg- 
ment. inure than saj.ply our monetary 
needs.

The 
unfortunate man was blown to atoms, his 
stomach having been found two blocks 
away.

BRYAN’S ACCEPTM 


Democracy’s Standard Bearer in 
the Nation's Metropolis. 


N kw Yokk, Aug. 18.—W illiam Jennings 
Bryan, of Nobraska, and Arthur So wall, 
of Maine, wore last night formally noti­ 
fied of their nomination by tho Demo­ 
cratic party for the offices of president and 
vice president at a meeting in tho big 
Madiaon Square' Garden, which was a no­ 
table politictil event and a remarkable 
climax to the remarkable tout* of tho pres­ 
idential candidate across tho continent. 
An army numbering thousands tilled tho 
streets for several squares from tho build­ 
ing in hope of scoing the candidate. 
The 
hall was a fiery furnace. Mr. Bryan spoko 
to 12,000 ticket holders for nearly two 
hours. 
Mr. So wall spoke briefly after 
Bryan and was -heartily cheered. 
Gover­ 
nor intone, of Missouri, delivered the noti­ 
fication spcerh. 


Mrs. Bryan was given an enthusiastic 
reception when she appeared, but when 
the caiulidalo appeared there was a regular 
pandemonium, and it was sometime be­ 
fore Chairman Jones could introduce the 
chairman of tho evening, Hon. Elliott 
Dan forth. 
Tho demonstration was re­ 
newed when Mr. Bryan was introduced, 
and tho cheering continued for several 
minutes. 


Mr. Bryan started with tho staterr\ont 
that he would later present his formal let­ 
ter of acceptance, and then denounced tho 
violent assaults of his political opponents. 
Ho then wont into an exhaustive discus­ 
sion of the issues of tho campaign. 
Quot­ 
ing from Andrew Jackson that *‘distinc­ 
tions in society will always exist under 
©very government/* ho proceeded in sub­ 
stance as follow s: 


We yield to none in our devotion to tho 
doctrino just enunciated. 
Our campaign 
has not for its object tho reconstruction 
of society. 
We cannot insure to tho 
vicious tho fruits of a virtuous life; we 
would not invado the homo of the provi­ 
dent in order to supply tho wants of tho 
spendthrift; wo do not propose to trans­ 
fer tho rewards of industry to tho lap of 
indolence. 
Property is and w ill remain 
the stimulus to endeavor and tho compen­ 
sation for toil. We boliovo, as asserted in 
the Declaration of Independence, that all 
men are created equal; but that does not 
mean that all men are or can bo equal in 
possessions, in ability or in merit; it sim­ 
ply means that all shall stand equal be­ 
fore the law, and that government officials 
shall not, in making, construing or on- 
forcing tho law, discriminate betweon cit­ 
izens. 


Those who stand upon tho Chicago plat­ 
form believe that tho government should 
not only avoid wrong doing, but that it 
should prevent wrong doing, and they be­ 
lieve that tho law should bo onforced alike 
against all enemies of the public weal. 
They do not oxcuso petit larceny, but they 
declaro- that grand larceny is equally a 
crime: they do not defend tho occupation 
of tho highwayman who robs tho unsu s- 
pecting traveler, but they include among 
tho transgrossors thoso who, througli tho 
more polito and loss hazardous moans of 
legislation, appropriate to their own use 
the proceeds of tho toil of others. 


Tho Chicago platform has been con­ 
demned by some because it dissents from 
an opinion rendered by the supreme court 
declaring the Income tax law unconstitu­ 
tional. Our critics oven go so far as to 
apply the namo of anarohist to thoso who 
stand upon that plank of tho platform. 
It must bo romembored that we expressly 
recognize tho binding force of that decis­ 
ion 80 long ¿is it stands as a part of the 
law of tho land. 
Thoro is in tho platform 
no suggestion of an attempt to dispute 
tho authority of tho supremo court. 
Tho 
pooplo have a right to criticizo official acts. 


The gold standard has been weighed in 
tho balance and found wanting. 
Take 
from it the powerful support of the money 
owning and tho money changing classes 
and it cannot stand for one day in any na­ 
tion in tho world. It was fas toned upon 
the United States without discussion be­ 
fore tho people, and its friends have never 
yet been willing to risk a verdict before 
tho voters upon that issue. 


Our opponents sometimes admit that it 
was a mistake to demonetize silver, but 
insist that we should submit to present 
conditions rather than return to tho bi­ 
metallic system. They err in supposing 
that we have reached tho end of ovil re­ 
sults of a gold standard; we have not 
reached the end. Tho injury is a continu­ 
ing one, and no porson can say how long 
tho world is to suffer from tho attempt to 
make gold tho only standax’d money. Bo 
long as tho scramble for gold continues 
prices m ust fall, and a general fall in 
prices is but another definition of hard 
times, 


A gold standard encourages the hoard­ 
ing of money, because money is rising. It 
also disoourages enterprise and paralyses 
industry. On tho other hand, the restora­ 
tion of bimetallism will discoumgo hoard­ 
ing, because, w h e n prices aro steady or ris­ 
ing, money cannot afford to lie idle in tho* j 
bank vaults. 
Tho farmers and wage earn­ 
ers together constitute a. considerable m a­ 
jority of tho people of the country. 
Why 
should their interests bo ignored in con-1 
sidering financial legislations' A mono-, 
tary system which is pecuniarily advanta-ll 
geous to a few syndicates h<»s far less to j, 
commend it than a system which would j 
give hope and encouragement to thoso who ' 
create the nation's wealth. 


In jUM) Senator Sherman said; 
j* 


"The contraction of tho currency is a far 
more distressing operation than senators 
suppose. Our own and other nations have 
gone through that operation before. 
It is 
not possible to take that voyage without 
tho sorest distress. To ovory porson excepta 
capitalist out of debt, or a salaried ofticor, 
or annuitant, it is a period of loss, danger, 
lassitude of trade, fail of wages, suspen­ 
sion of enterprise, bankruptcy and dis­ 
aster,1 * 


Mr. Blaine discussed the same principle 
in connection with tho demonetization of 
silver. Spoakiug in tho houne of represen­ 
tatives on tho 7r.lv of February, 1S73, ho 
said: “I believe tho strUgglonow going on 
in this country and other countries fora 
> single gold standard would, if successful, 
produce 
widespread 
disastor 
in ¿ind 
throughout the commercial world. 
Tho 
destruction of silver a9 money, and the 
establishing of gold as the sole unit of 
value, must have a ruinous effect on all 
forms of property, except thoso invested 
whit'll yield a iixed roturn in monoy. Thoso 
would bo enormously enhanced in valuo, 
and would gain a disproportionate and 
unfair advantage over every other spocios 
of property.” 


Wo aro not asking that a new experi­ 
ment bo tried; wo are insisting upon a re­ 
turn to a financial policy approved by the 
experience of history and supported by all 
tho prominent statesmen of our nation 
from tho days of our first president down 
to 1873. 
When wo ask that our mints bo 
opened to the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver into full legal tender monoy wo 
aro simply asking that tho samo m int 
privileges be accorded to silver that are 
now accorded to gold. 


There is an actual necossity for bimetal­ 
lism, as well as a theoretical defense of it. 
During tho last tweifby-throo years legis­ 
lation has been creating an additional de­ 
mand for gold, and this has resulted In in­ 
creasing the purchasing power of each 
ounco of gold. Tho restoration of bimetal­ 
lism in tho United States will take away 
from gold just so much of its purchasing 
power as was added to it by tho demoneti­ 
zation of silver by tho United States. 


We contend that free and unlimited 
coinage by tho United States alone will 
raise the bullion valuo of silver to its 
coinage valuo, and thus make silver bul­ 
lion worth $1.29 per ounce in gold through­ 
out the world. 
Thia proposition is in 
keeping with natural laws, not in defiance 
of them. 
Tho best known law of com­ 
merce is in tho law of- supply and demand. 
Wo recognize this law and build our argu­ 
ments upon it. 
Wo apply this law to 
monoy when we say that a reduction in 
the volume of monoy w ill raise the pur­ 
chasing power of the dollar. Wo also apply 
the law of supply and demand to silver 
when we say that a new demand for silver 
creatod by law will raise tho price of sil­ 
ver bullion. 


If, for any reason, tho supply of gold or 
silver in the future evor exceeds tho re­ 
quirements of tho arts and the needs of 
commerce we confidently hope that tho 
intelligence of tho poople will be sufficient 
to devise and enact any legislation neces­ 
sary for tho protection of the public. It 
is folly to refuse to the people the money 
which they now need for fear they may 
hereafter have more than they need. 


Tho American people now owe a largo 
sum to European creditors, and fallen 
prices have loft a larger and larger margin 
between our net national income and our 
annual interest charges. There is only ono 
way to stop the increasing How of gold 
from our shores, and that is to stop falling 
prices. 
Tho restoration of bimetallism 
will not only stop falling prices, but will 
to some extent restore prices by reducing 
tho world’s demand for gold. 


Perhaps the most persistent misrepre­ 
sentation that wo have to meet is tho 
charge that we aro advocating tho pay­ 
ments of debts in 5U-cent dollars. At the 
present timo, and under present laws, a 
silver dollar, when melted, loses nearly 
half its value, bu t that will not be true 
when we again establish a m int price for 
silver and leave no surplus silver upon tho 
market to drag down the prico of bullion. 
Under bimetallism silver bullion will be 
worth as much as silver coin, and wo be­ 
lieve that a silvor dollar will bo worth as 
much as a gold dollar. 


In 1878 Mr, Carlisle said: 
“Mankind 
will bo fortunate if the annual production 
of gold and silver coin shall keep pace 
with tho annual increase of popidation 
and industry.” I repeat this assertion. 
A ll of tho gold and silver annually avail­ 
able for coinage, when converted into coin 
at tho present ratio, will not, in my judg­ 
ment, more tlian supply our monetary 
needs. 


Citizens of Now York, I have traveled 
from tho center of the continent to tho 
seaboard that I might, in the very begin­ 
ning of the campaign, bring you greeting 
from tho people of the west and south, and 
assure you that their desire is not to.de­ 
stroy, but to build up. 
They invite you 
to accept the principles of a living faith 
rather than listen to those who preach the 
gospel of despair and advise endurance of 
the ills you have. 
Tho advocates of free 
coinage believe that, in striving to secure 
tho immediate restoration of bimetallism, 
they aro laboring in your behalf as well.as 
in their own behalf. A few of your people 
imiy prosper under present conditions, but 
the permanent welfare of Now York rests 
upon the producers of wealth. 


1 ask, 1 expect your co-operation. 
It is 
true that a few of your financiers would 
fashion a new figure—a figure represent­ 
ing Columbia, her hand» bound ia.st with 
fetters of gold and her face turned toward 
the east appealing i«>r assistance to those 
who live beyo-Jd tiv* 
—but thi» figura 
i>n 
er 
thxs nation. 


You will raflior tfurn for inspiration to 
tho heroic statue which guards tho on- 
trauco to your city—a statue as patriotic 
in conception as it is colossal in propor­ 
tions. It was tho gracious gift of a sistor 
republic, and stands upon a pcdostal 
which was built by tho American peoplo. 
That figure—Liborty Enlightoning tho 
World—is emblematic of the mission of our 
nation among tho nations of tho earth. 


After tho notification mooting Mr. Bryan 
was driven to the Hotel Bartholdi, facing 
Madison Square Garden, where lie spoko 
again, 
standing on a 
balcony 
with 
Mr. Sewall and Mrs. Bryan, who shared 
with her husband all the honors and 
attentions of the day. 
This second au­ 
dience, standing in the streets, scorned 
to be composed mostly of workingmen.

It Results in Three Deaths and Injuries to» 


Many Others. 


L akcasteu, Pa., Aug. 18,—'Three men 
wero killod, fifteen or more injured and 
several buildings wore 
demolished or 
wrecked by tho oxplosion of twonty-fivo 
pounds of dynamito at Now Holland, thir­ 
teen miles from Lancaster, yostorday. 


The Pennsylvania Telophono company 
Is building a now lino in that vicinity, and 
had stored tho explosive in tho summer 
kitchen of tho Eaglo liotol. 
Charles F. 
Cannon, an employe of tho company, and 
one of tho gang just about to start to 
work, went to tho summer kitchen to get 
out enough dynamito for tho day’s use. A 
few moments latter thoro was a terrible 
oxplosion, and one side of the summer 
kitchen was blown out. A big hole in 
another sido had blood and ilesh on tho 
ragged edges, and it is supposed that Can­ 
non's body was sont through hero. 
The 
unfortunate man was blown to atoms, his 
stomuch having bcon found two blocks 
away. 


Frank Hammond, of Harrisburg, who 
was standing outside of tho building, had 
every bone in his body broken and was in­ 
stantly killod. 


Goorgo Crossman, of S tool ton, a wator 
boy, was also standing near tho building, 
and was so badly injured that he died 
while being brought to this city. 


Among those most seriously injured aro 
Michaol Wade of New Holland, who may 
die; Frank Lewis of Lancaster, Frank 
Pealo of Scranton, David Hoffman of 
Reading, Joseph Hann 
of Allentown, 
W alter Faesig, porter of tho hotol, and

For a long period of years India 


has been characterized as a "sink- 
hole" of the precious metals, or, in 
other words, there has been for many 
years a continuous flow of the precious 
metals—gold and silver—into India, 
where they have to a large extent dis- 
appeared, undoubtedly by burial un- 
der ground for the purpose of hoard* 
ing and concealment 
The motive 


for this under the Mogul and native 
rulers was unquestionably to escape 
direct plunder or confiscation; but 
under British rule these . hoards, 
amounting unquestionably to many 
hundreds of millions, are not taxed, 
mainly by reason of their inaccessi- 
bility, and partly by the recognized 
policy of the Government to avoid! 
direct taxation of active capital, and 
encourage, by making safe its employ- 
ment, the tendency of these buried 
treasures to come to light and enter 
into the channels of trade. And tbat 
this policy has been a wise one is 
shown by the fact that within recent 
years there has been an increasing 
disposition on the Indian owner! of 
concealed treasures—especially the 
Indian princes or rajahs—to withdraw 
them from their hoarding places and 
invest them in Government bonds, or 
other desirable, interest-bearing se- 
curities ; and in this way a very great 
addition to the world's active stock, 
the money meials, may be anticipated

India’s Hoard of Specie. 


For a long period of years India 
has been characterized as a “sink­ 
hole” of the precious metals, or, ia 
other words, there has been for many 
years a continuous flow of the precious 
metals—gold and silver—into India, 
where they have to a large extent dis­ 
appeared, undoubtedly by burial un­ 
der ground for the purpose of hoard­ 
ing and concealment. 
The motive 
for this under the Mogul and native 
rulers was unquestionably to escape 
direct plunder or confiscation; but 
under British rule these hoards, 
amounting unquestionably to many 
hundreds of millions, are not taxed, 
mainly by reason of their inaccessi­ 
bility, and partly by the recognized 
policy of the Government to avoid 
direct taxation of active capital, and 
encourage, by making safe its employ­ 
ment, the tendency of these buried 
treasures to come to light and enter 
into the channels of trade, 
And tnat 
this policy has been a wise one is 
shown by the fact tbat within recent 
years there has been an increasing 
disposition on the Indian owners of 
concealed treasures—especially the 
Indian princes or rajahs—to withdraw 
them from their hoarding places and 
invest them in Government bonds, or 
other desirable, interest-bearing se­ 
curities ; and in this way a very great 
addition to the world’s active stock, 
the money metals, may be anticipated 
m the perhaps not-distant future.—

THE HARE OP FECIT TREES. 


As a general thing healthy trees are 


able to get rid of the old bark without 
any help from the cultivator, but in 
many cases they are all the better for 
baring a little help from man. In 
many species of trees there is an ar- 
rangement provided by nature for 
helping the plant to get rid of its 
bark. These are called in scientific 
language "super cells," that is to say, 
cork cells. These appear at first on 
the outer bark, as small brown spots. 
From year tp year, however, they de- 
velop, sometimes eating into the bark 
in longitudinal lines, and in this way 
form the cracks which ultimately re- 
sult in what is known as rough bark. 


As it is thus, the design of nature to 


get rid of the outer bark, it is good 
practice to help nature in this work. 
For this .purpose washes of various 
kinds are found in practice extremely 
useful. In fruit culture soapy solu- 
tions have been found very effective, 
and in the unscientific -rork of suc- 
cessful farmers even lime wash has 
been found beneficial. In some of the 
interior counties, of Pennsylvania a 
farmer would almost as soon think of 
never cleaning his horses as letting 
his orchard trees go without a coating 
of lime wash once a year. The practi- 
cal results of this treatment speak 
for themselves. No healthier trees or 
more successful fruit crops can be had 
than result from this practice.—Mee- 
han's Monthly.

leaves. The plants may be taken up 
in a dry time and puddled, then put 
away to await a rain before setting. 
The ground intended for cabbages 
should be well prepared, and enriched, 
else the cabbage will not form sound 
heads. If a large variety is to be 
planted, the ground should be marked 
off in checks three feet apart. 
The 


plants are set at the crossings with a 
dibble. 
A little practice will enable 


one to do the work expeditiously, but 
care must be taken to press the soil 
firmly about the roots, and then mulch 
them slightly with loose earth. Fre- 
quent cultivation is especially im- 
portant with cabbage, stirring two 
inches of the surface with a cultivator 
and finishing with a hoe. The first two 
or three cultivations and hoeings must 
be carefully dona. Afterward, the 
cultivator alone may be used.—Ameri- 
can Agriculturist.

BUTTEB FBOJI STERILIZED MILK. 


United States Consul Thomas O'Neil, 


at Stockholm, Sweden, has made a 
very important report in connection 
with the production of butter, which 
has created quite a sensation England. 
A machine has been invented by Herr 
Salenius, a Swedish engineer, which 
will transform sterilized milk into but- 
ter in one minute. Not only is time 
saved, but the butter is made abso- 
lutely pure and free from germs. The 
milk is heated in the sterilizer to 160 
degrees Fahrenheit. From the steril- 
izer it runs into the cream-skimming 
chamber, and as it is consumed rises 
into the churning chamber, where it is 
cooled down to sixty degiees in its 
progress, by means of very small cool- 
ing frames, through which iced water 
constantly passes, and which revolve 
(rith the skimmer at the rate of 6000 
revolutions a minute. Cream is f orcec 
into a tube perforated with tiny holes 
through which it emerges with grea 
force onto each fresh layer of cream 
that rises, converting into butter by 
joncussion. The butter thus formed 
uy granules emerges from a spout into 
» tub, mixed with buttermilk. 
The 


jutter is then taken out and passed 
through a butter 
worker, which 


squeezes out most of the buttermilk 
•emaining in, after which it is placed 
m ice for two" hours and then worked 
i little more and made up. Mr. O'Neil 
ays in his report: 


"Several advantages are claimed for 


his remarkable machine, which bids 
air to create a revolution in batter- 
oaking upon a large scale. In the 
Irst place, by sterilizing the milk, 
lisease germs, if they are in it, are 
lestroyed, as well as the microbes 
rhich cause putrefaction of the but- 
er.

FAMOUS FBUIT TBEES. 


The beautiful date palm of the 


tropics is indigenous to Asia and 
Africa, but flourishes in all hot coun- 
tries. There are nearly 1009 species, 
some eighty feet high and living 200 
years. 
Each tree yields about 200 


pounds of fruit a season. This invalu- 
able tree has no leas than 360 different 
uses. The trunk furnishes building 
timber, cooking utensils, bows and 
arrows; the roots are used for fenc- 
ing and ropes, as well as articles of 
clothing. 


The fruit of the date palm is the 


principal food for a greater part of 
the year of many peoples. Pounded 
into solid cakes, it is carried on trips 
over the desert, the stones being fed 
the camels. Roasted and ground, the 
kernels make a good substitute for 
coffee and also yield oil. 


The graceful banana tree is a rela- 


tive of the plantain. 
The rapidly 


growing suckers produce at any time 
of the year. After a couple of years 
the tree dies after producing several 
bunches, some of which weigh eighty 
pounds.

UNIQUE BRIDAL GIFT. 


A beautiful and unique bridal gift 
that lately came to an American bride 
is a throe yard square of white linen 
nearly covered with drawn work and 
rich embroidery done in gold-colored 
silk. 
The design for the cloth is the 
work of Professor Tempeky, of Vienna, 
one of the most noted designers of the 
world, 
The embroidery itself was 
done by ninety young needlewomen, 
who live in little hamlets among the 
mountains of Bohemia, 
The millions 
of stitches upon the cloth were the 
leisure hour occupation of three years, 
and were done as a labor of love after 
the day’s work of stitching was over. 
The design of the cloth extending 
from the center shows first a knot of 
the gold colored silk surrounded by a 
cobweb of drawn work, beyond which 
there are long narrow linen points, on 
which small flowers are worked, Then 
there is a circle of linen worked with 
French knots and having the edges 
finished in buttonhole stitch. 
Next 
there is a mass of solid embroidery, in 
which every known stitch is said to be 
used to carry out the varied design, 
Beyond this there are other borders, 
combining drawn work and embroid­ 
ery. 
The finest work is on a band 
about two feet from the edge of the 
cloth. 
The edge itself has a hem six 
inches wide, with a narrow border of 
drawn work next it.—Chicago Times- 
Herald,

A LETTER FROM *'FRITZ.S 


WS TRIP FROM OGDEN, UTAH, TO THE 


• YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL PARK, 


AWHEEL. 


Wit.- EDITOR :—It is with some Lcsita-

„» time companions who are readers of 
^ THE ITEM. To stop to explain all that 
t 
|V" was scon would detain the reader too 


Jpng, so only a brief account of the trip 
to and from the park will be given. 


As we—my companions and I—had 


the route laid out previous to our start, 
.all .that was necessary was to go and 
"keep going. Arrangements having been 
made to leave this city July 19th at 6 a. 
in., we y, ere all ready, and as the clock 
chimed that hour we made our start. 


' The first place of note on our route is 


Brigham City, a beautiful town of about 
2,000 population 22 miles from Ogden 
which we reached at 7:55. We did not 
stop here, but kept rolling over good 
roads through fine farming country to 
Oollinston, 42 miles from Ogden, a small 
station on the U. N. R. B., which we 
reached at 10:30, after making one stop 
ior light lunch at a farm house. After 
stopping here 20 minutes we leave the 
railroad and travel a little west of north 
10 miles to a small settlement called Ply- 
mouth, where we stop one hour for din- 
ner. We then continue north over very 
good roads through Malad Valley to 
Malad Citv, a beautiful town of 700 pop- 
ulation fiere we again stop for some 
thing to eat. This was to be the end of 
,OUT tirst day's ride, but being so much 
ahead of time-and feeling so fresh we 
continued at 5:30 over the divide for 
Oneida, the next town 30 miles distant, 
which we reached at 10:10, owing to an 
accident and strange roads, upon which 
we could not make time after dark. 
'This was the first day's work, the dis- 
tance covered being 106 miles. 


Monday, 2nd day, we got started from 


Oneida at 7:30. The first town is Me 
Cammon, 8 miles from Oneida, where we 
•come to the railroad again and travel 
along it over hills and through valleys 
for 10 miles, when I had the misfortune 
4,0 break a rim of my front wheel. Luck 
favored me some however for we were 
just passing a team bearing a number of 
friends from Ogden who were, kind 
enough to give me a saddle horse to take 
my front wheel to Pocatello and have it 
repaired, while they carried the other 
part to town for me. After a delay of 6 
hours by this accident, we leave at 5:30 
for 
Blackfoot, 
26 miles. 
For 18 


mUcs there are good roads along the 
railroad, then we come to a sandbed five 
miles wide, over which we had t6 walk 
the entire distance; then we have 8 miles 
of good roads to our destination for the 
•day—Blackfoot. In this day's travel we 
are on the Bannock Indian reservation 
'which is a fair specimen of some of oar 
desert country; there is plenty of streams 
but none of the land is under cultivation. 
At Ross 9ork, 13 miles from Pocatello, 
there is a government trading post, 
which ,gives a stranger an idea of fron- 
tier life in early days. The distance trav- 
eled 2nd day, 58 miles. 


The 3d day we leave Blackfoot at 7:10 


for Idaho Falls, 27 miles. Here we trav- 
el over good roads through a country 
'which is irrigated and cultivated, and 
which resembles home more than the 55 
miles just passed over. We arrive at 
Idaho Falls at 10:30. Idaho Falls is a 
place of a place of about 2000 population 
and is the trading quarters for the fann- 
ers in the valley north and east—a 1 arge 
agricultural country. JHere we spend 
2 hours shaking hands with old friends 
from our town, inquiring the road, &c. 
After taking our friends' advice as to the 
besi road, we leave Idaho Falls at 12:30. 
About 14 miles out we come to an ir- 
rigating 
ditch and the farther we 


travel 
the 
thicker 
they 
arc. 


These ditches are not bridged, and you 
can imagine how unpleasant they make 
it for wheelmen when you remember 
that they are from 6 to 20 feet wide and 
from 2 to 36 inches deep. There are 
some fine farms to be seen along this 
road. The distance from Idaho Falls to 
Rexburg is 37 miles, which we had rid- 
den—including ditches—at 6:15, all wet 
and muddy, and pretty tired climbing 
fences to cross ditches and wading the 
fame. Rexburg is a place of about 250 
population and is about 20 miles from 
tiie railroad. Distance for day, 63 miles. 


Fourth day we are up at 5:15. After 


partaking of a hearty breakfast, at 6:50 
we are again astride the "bikes'1 and afe 
off for St. Anthony. Between these two 
places—17 miles—we encounter some 
very bad roads, which, with a small acci- 
dent, kept us some time on this road, but 
we got over it by 9:30. Here we spend 
50 minutes eating and inquiring the 
route. Afte/ leaving JSt. Anthony, quite 
a nice town of about 200 population, we 
pass through no more towns or settle- 
ments until the park is reached. From 
here the roads are good for four miles, 
when we conic to a sand bed of about 11 
raile^ over which we bad to walk and 
push our horses, which makes slow trav- 
eling, bul we jjot lo Sand Creek, where 
there are two log cabius one mije apart 
which constitutes the town. 
We now 


begin to go up grade traveling up hill 7 
jnilestothc top of the divide through 
some fiuc mouiitahi sccuux, with sorae 
very steep iuciiues. After reaching I he 
top ne sit down to rest, our eyes gazing 
upon fcoiuc of the rln<*i natural scenery 
ia the world. We HOW descend the hill 
afoot, as it is too steep to ride, wlica \rc 
gel on some of the finest roads to be f^cn 
anywhere winding through UJand Park 
n* "it is CrfHed, 11 miles lo Sna^e River. 
Here we arc cojupcllcdl to shed our 
clothes and fore! tiic iJ'c;.m. nnd ijivcthc 


wheels a ride—something we are not 
used to. When across and our toilet ar- 
ranged, we travel about 8 miles to a 
ranch, where learn that it is about 17 
miles to the next ranch, and we conclude 
to stop here all night. Distance for day 
08 miles. 


As this, 6th day, is the day we figured 


on arriving iu the National Park, we set 
out at 0:50 for our destination, A show- 
er in the night made it very unpleasant 
wheeling through high grass and mud, 
yet we travel 9 miles to the Buffalo Riv- 
pr, which has to be forded. As we are 
'pretty wet we did not mind this, except 
the work of undressing, &c. When 
across and all ready we ride over good 
roads through fine scenery 11 miles to 
Snake river, which we cross by boat this 
time, and travel 15 miles further where 
we have "one more river to cross." Here 
the fording process is gone through 
again, and we then travel 3 miles to Hen- 
ry's Lake, which is the source of the 
north fork of the Snake river. We stop 
here one hour for dinner. We now have 
another climb of 4 miles to the top of the 
divide Here at foot of hill we take a 
drink of water which is flowing toward 
the Atlantic Ocean, the first opportunity 
I have had to do this for four years. We 
move on over good roads for 13 miles 
when we see a notice on a large tree: 


PARK LINE. 


No shooting inside this line. 


Now our hopes are partially satisfied. 


As we arrive in the park it is 3:30 o'clock 
and just 335 miles from Ogden. 


We now travel 5 miles over beautiful 


roads to a log cabin wheix there are 
three of Uncle Sam's men stationed to 
have all register and give up their fire- 
arms, as there is no shooting allowed in 
the park. We take a little rest here, as 
we now have a distance of 4 miles to 
push our wheels, all up hill and very 
steep at places, with plenty of sand. Af 
ter getting 5 miles over the divide my 
pardner punctured his tire and had to 
walk G miles to our stopping place for 
the night—the Fountain Hotel. 


We are now in the park. After spend- 


ing two hours repairing my companion's 
tire we commence our 6th day by start- 
ing out to see spine of the natural won- 
ders and curiosities of this grand public 
domain. As we enter from the west we 
do not take the route of the visitor who 
enters from the north by rail, but start 
in Lower Geyser Basin and see a few 
small geysers of no importance. We 
keep going about 5 miles from the hotel 
to Midway Geyser Basin and here we 
stop to see the first of importance—the 
Excelsior—which to me upon first sight 
is simply wonderful, as it is to most all 
who enter from the west. This geyser is 
not reliable as to its eruptions, as the 
first known was in 1871, then in 1881 and 
again in 1888, when it threw water to the 
height of from 75 to 250 feet at intervals 
of 1 to 4 hours. We did not see an erup- 
tion here, but Excelsior as it is is a great 
sight when first approached. 


As we ride along the river on the op- 


Eosite side, the hot water from Prismatic 


ake rolls down to the Fire Hole River 


over a bank or prism, like 8 feet high, 
made of the formation the water contains. 
We cross the river now, and the first to 
attract the attention is the "Prismatic 
Lake," which is one of the finest pieces 
of natural scenery in -tho park region. 
The lake, which is situated upon a mound 
of terraces from 1 to 6 inches high and 
about 6 feet in all, is of a selicious depos- 
it which are of many shades. The lake 
is of a beautiful deep blue color, chang- 
ing to green toward the margin, while 
that in the shallower portions has a yel- 
low tint gradually changing to orange, 
while the steam arising from the lake is 
of the same color, the whole making as 
fine a sight as can be seen anywhere. 
The dimensions of this lake are 350x500 
feet. 


We now step down to Excelsior Gey- 


ser, 500 feet east. This is the largest 
geyser in the park, its crater from which 
it throws its water being 330 feet in 
length by 200 feet in width at the widest 
part. The water, which is about 20 feet 
from the level, is of a deep blue color, 
but can only be seen when the wind 
blows the steam off of it, as there is a 
dense cloud arising continually. We 
now turn to Turquois Spring, situated 
about 150 feet north of Excelsior, nota- 
ble for its brilliant blue water. This si 
lent pool which is about 100 feet in diam- 
eter has an overflow through a narrow 
channel; when the Excelsior was in mo- 
tion the Turquois, so it is said, sank ful- 
ly 10 feet, api did not resume its normal 
condition for nearly a year. Just a few 
feet from this is a beautiful spring of 
cold water, which is surely wonderful.

To stop to explain all that 
i* was seen would detain the reader too 
lon^, so only a brief account of the trip 
to and from the park will bo given. 


As wc—my companions and I—had 
•the route laid out previous to our start, 
.all .that was necessary was to go and 
keep going. Arrangements having been 
made to leave this city July lUth at G a. 
m., we vi ere all ready, and as the clock 
chimed that hour we mado our start. 
The first place of note on our route is 
Brigham City, a beautiful town of about 
2,000 population 22 miles from Ogden 
which we reached at 7:55. Wc did not 
;stop here, but kept rolling over good 
roads through line farming country to 
Collinston, 42 miles from Ogden, a small 
station on the U. N. R. Ii.t which wc 
reached at 10:30, after making one stop 
for light lunch at a farm house. After 
stopping here 20 minutes we leave the 
railroad and travel a little west of north 
10 miles to a small settlement called Ply­ 
mouth, where we stop one hour for din­ 
ner. We then continue north over very 
good roads through Malad Valley to 
Malad Citv, a beautiful town of 700 pop­ 
ulation 
ilcre wc again stop for some 
.thing to cat. This was to be the end of 
,qut tirst day’s ride, but being so much 
■ahead of time and feeling so fresh wc 
continued at 5:30 over the divide for 
Oneida, the next town 30 miles distant, 
which we reached at 10:10, owing to an 
accident and strange roads, upon which 
we pould not make time after dark, 
•This was the first day’s work, the dis­ 
tance covered being 100 miles. 


Monday, 2nd day, we got started from 
Oneida at 7:30. The first town is Me* 
Cammon, 8 miles from Oneida, where we 
come to the railroad again and travel 
along it over hills and through valleys 
for 10 miles, wThen I had the misfortune 
to break a rim of my front wheel. Luck 
favored me some however for we were 
just passing a team bearing a number of 
friends from Ogden who were, kind 
enough to give me a saddle horse to take 
my front wheel to Pocatello and have it 
repaired, while they carried tho other 
part to town for me. After a delay of 6 
hours by this accident, we leave at 5:30 
for • Blackfoot, 
26 
miles. 
For 
13 
miles there arc good roads along the 
railroad, then wc come to a sandbed five 
miles wide, over which we had t6 walk 
the entire distance; then we have 8 miles 
of good roads to our destination for the 
-day—Blackfoot. In this day’s travel we 
2 i*e on the Bannock Indian reservation 
-which is a fair specimen of some of our 
desert country; there is plenty of streams 
but none of the land is under cultivation. 
At Koss #ork, 13 miles from Pocatello, 
there is a government trading post, 
which gives a stranger an idea of fron­ 
tier life in early days. The distance trav­ 
eled 2nd day, 58 miles. 


Tho 3d day wo leave Blackfoot at 7:10 
for Idaho Falls, 27 miles. Here we trav­ 
el over good roads through a country 
-which is irrigated and cultivated, and 
which resembles home more than the 55 
miles just passed over. We arrive at 
Idaho Falls at 10:30, Idaho Falls is a 
place of a place of about 2000 population 
And is the trading quarters for tho farm­ 
ers in the valley north aud east—a 1 arge 
Agricultural country. Jllere we spend 
2 hours shaking hands with old friends 
from our town, inquiring the road, &c. 
After taking our friends’ advice as to the 
best road, wc leave Idaho Falls at 12:30. 
About 14 miles out we conic to an ir­ 
rigating 
ditch and the farther 
we 
travel 
the 
thicker 
they 
are. 
These ditches arc not bridged, and you 
can imagine how unpleasant they make 
it for wheelmen when you remember 
that they are from 6 to 20 feet wide and 
from 2 to 30 inches deep. 
There are 
some fine farms to be seen along this 
road. The distance from Idaho Falls to 
Rexburg is 37 miles, which we had rid­ 
den—including ditches—at 0:15, all wet 
¿vnd muddy, and pretty tired climbing 
fences to cross ditches and wading the 
.same. Rexburg is a place of about 250 
population and is about 20 miles from 
tiie railroad. Distance for day, 03 miles. 


Fourth day we are up at 5:15. 
After 
partaking of a hearty breakfast, at 0:50 
we are again astride the “bikes’* and afe 
<oir for Bt. Anthony. Between these two 
j>laccs-*-17 miles—wc encounter some 
very bad roads, which, with a small acci­ 
dent, kept us some time on this road, but 
we got over it by 0:30. Here w'e spend 
£0 minutes eating and inquiring tho 
route, Aftqr leaving bt. Anthony, quite 
¿i nice town of about 300 population, we 
pass through no more towns or settle­ 
ments until the park is reached. From 
here the roads are good for four miles, 
when we come to a sand bed of about 11 
miles over which we had to walk and 
push our horses* which makes slowf trav­ 
eling, but we gut to Band Creek, where 
there are two log cabins one mile apart 
which constitutes the town. 
Wo now 
i>egin to go up grade traveling up hill 7 
;niles to the top of the divide through 
/some fine mountain scenery, with some 


getting 5 miles over the divide my 
•aner punctured his tire and had to 


very steep inclines. After reaching the 
jtop we sit down to rest, our eyes gazing 
upon some ol the finest natural scenery 
in the world. 
We now de&ecnd the hill 
Afoot, as it is too steep to ride, when M'o 
£et on some of the finest roads to be seen 
Anywhere, winding through Island Park 
as it is called, 11 miles to bna^e River. 
Here M'e are compelled to sKcd our 
«Julius and ford the stmttf), aud give tho 


wheels a ride—something we arc not 
used to. When across and our toilet ar­ 
ranged, we travel about 8 miles to a 
ranch, where learn that it is about 17 
miles to tho next ranch, and we conclude 
to stop here all night. 
Distance for day 
58 miles. 


As this, 5th day, is the day wc figured 
on arriving in tho National Park, wc set 
out at G:50 for our destination. 
A show­ 
er in the night made it very unpleasant 
wheeling through high grass and mud, 
yet wo travel 0 miles to tho BuiTalo Riv­ 
er, which has to be forded. As wo are 
pretty wet wo did not mind this, except 
tho work of undressing, &c. 
When 
across and all ready we ride over good 
roads through fine scenery 11 miles to 
Snake river, which wc cross by boat this 
time, and travel 15 miles further where 
we have “one more river to cross.” Here 
the fording process is gone through 
again, and we then travel 3 miles to Hen­ 
ry’s Lake, which is the source of the 
north fork of the Snake river. We stop 
here one hour for dinner. 
Wc now have 
another climb of 4 miles to the top of the 
divide 
Here at foot of hill we take a 
drink of water which is flowing toward 
tho Atlantic Ocean, the first opportunity 
I have had to do this for four 3rears. We 
move on over good roads for 13 miles 
when wc see a notice on a largo tree: 


PARK LINE- 


No shooting insido this line. 


Now our hopes arc partially satisfied. 
As we arrive in tho park it is 3:30 o’clock 
and just 335 miles from Ogden. 


Wc now travel 5 miles over beautiful 
roads to a log cabin wlieru there are 
three of Uncle Sam’s men stationed to 
have all register and give up their fire­ 
arms, as there is no shooting allowed in 
the park. 
We take a little rest here, as 
wc now have a distance of 4 miles to 
push our wheels, all up hill and very 
steep at places, with plenty of sand. Af 
ter 
par 
walk G miles to our stopping placc for 
the night—the Fountain Hotel. 


We arc now in the park. After spend­ 
ing two hours repairing my companion’s 
tire wc commence our 6th day by start­ 
ing out to sec some of the natural won­ 
ders and curiosities of this grand public 
domain. As wc enter from the west we 
do not take the route of the visitor who 
enters from the north by rail, but start 
in Lower Geysor Basin and see a few 
small geysers of no importance. 
We 
keep going about 5 miles from the hotel 
to Midway Geyser Basin and here we 
stop to see the first of importance—the 
Excelsior—which to mo upon first sight 
is simply wonderful, as it is to most all 
who enter from the west. This geyser is 
not reliable as to its eruptions, as the 
first known was in 1871, then in 1881 and 
again in 1888, when it threw water to the 
height of from 75 to 250 feet at intervals 
of 1 to 4 hours, We did not sec an erup­ 
tion here, but Excelsior as it is is a great 
sight when first approached. 


As we ride along the river on the op- 


E 
osite side, the hot water from Prismatic 
ake rolls down to the Fire Hole River 
over a bank or prism like 8 feet high, 
made of the formation the water contains. 
We cross the river now, aud the first to 
attract the attention is the “Prismatic 
Lake,” which is one of the finest pieces 
of natural scenery in tho park region. 
The lake, which is situated upon a mound 
of terraces from 1 to 0 inches high and 
about 0 feet in all, is of a sclicious depos­ 
it which are of many shades. The lake 
is of a beautiful deep blue color, chang- 
ing to green toward tho margin, while 
that in the shallower portions has a yel­ 
low tint gradually changing to orange, 
while the steam arising from the lake is 
of the same color, the whole making as 
fine a sight as can be seen anywhere. 
The dimensions of this lake are 250x500 
feet.

Charles Heist, residing between

killed by being run over by a freight 
car on the Berlin train of the W. M.

Charles Heist, residing between 
Berliu Junction and Hendrix Station, 
in Oxford township, was instantly 
killed by being run over by a freight 
car on the Berliu train of tbe W. M. 
R. R. at Bittinger’s lime kilns, near 
his residence, on Monday morning 
about 6:30 o’clock.

The facta of tbe case as gathered 
from an eye witness are that Mr. 
Heist was standing upon tbe rear end 
of a gondola car while the train was 
making a shift into the switch at tbe 
kiln, and must have either fallen off 
by losing bis balance or have been 
thrown off by tbe jar caused by the 
sudden application of the brakes. 
When he fell lie must have been roll­ 
ed n short distance in front of the car 
wheels until at the frog where he was 
caught and both legs cut off by the 
car wheels passing over him.

NEW YORK, AUR, 13.—William Jennings 
Bryau, of Nobraskii, and Arthur Sowall, 
of Maine, wore laBfc nlaht formally noti- 
fied of their ui^inination by tho Demo- 
cratic party for the oDBiccs of president and 
vice president at a meetlnR In the big 
Itlíidiüou Hquai'o'^Garden, which was a no- 
table political event and a remarkable 
climax to the remarkable tout of the pres- 
idential candidato across tho continent». 
An anny numborini? thousands lillod tho 
Sfcreofcs for Reveriil squares from tho build- 
ing in hope of seeing the candidato. 
The 
hall was a liery furnace. Mr. Bryan spoke 
to 13,000 ticket holders for nearly two 
liours. 
Mr. fíewall spoke briefly after 
Bryan and \Y;IS 'heartily cheered. 
Gover- 
nor ii/ione, of Missouri, delivered the noti- 
flcatinu Rpccrh. 


Mrs. Bryan was given an enthusiastic 
reception -when she appeared, but v^'hen 
the candidate appeared thero was a regular 
pandoniouium, and It was sometime 1>G- 
fore Chairman Jones could introduce the 
chairman of tho evening, Hon. 
Elliott 
Danforth. 
Tlie demonstration was re- 
newed when Mr. Bryan was introduced, 
and the cheering continued for several 
minutes. 


Mr. Bryan started with tho staten\ent 
that ho would later present his formal lit- 
ter of acceptance, and then denounced the 
violent assaults of his political opponents. 
Ho then wont into an exhaustive discus- 
sion of the issues of tho campaign. 
Quot- 
ing from Andrew Jackson that "distinc- 
tions in society will always exist under 
every government,'* ho proceeded in sub- 
stance as follows: 


We yield to nono in our devotion to tho 
doctrino just enunciivtcd. 
Our campaign 
has not for its object the reconstruction 
of society. 
Wo cannot insure to tho 
vicious tho fruits of a virtuous life; wo 
would not invade tho homo of the provi- 
dent In order to supply tho wants of the 
spendthrift; wo do not propose to trans- 
fer tho rewards of industry to tho lap of 
indolence. 
Property is and will remain 
the stimulus to endojivor and tho compen- 
sation for toil. Wo believe, as assorted in 
tho Declaration of Independence, that all 
men are created equal; but that does not 
mean that all men ai'O or can bo equal in 
possessions, in ability or in merit; it sim- 
ply means that all shall stand equal be- 
fore the law, and that government ofíiclals 
shall not. In making, construing or en- 
forcing tho law, discriminate bet^veon clt- 
Is^ena. 


Those who stand upon tho Chicago plat- 
form believe that the government should 
not only avoid wrong doing, but that It 
should prevent v/rong doing, and they be- 
lieve tliat tho law should bo enforced alike 
against all enemies of the public weal. 
They do not oxuuso i>otit larceny, but they 
declaix)' that grand larcony is equally a 
crime: they do not defend tho occupation 
of the highwayman who robs tho unsus- 
pecting traveler, but they include among 
tho transgressors those who, througli tho 
more pollto and loss hazardous means of 
legislation, appropriate to their own uso 
the proceeds of tho toil of others. 


Tho Chicago platform has been con- 
demned by some because it dissents from 
an opinion rendered by tho supreme court 
declaring the Income tax law unconstitu- 
tional. Our critics oven go so far as to 
apply the name of anarchist to those who 
stand upon that plank of tho platform. 
It must bo remembered that we expressly 
recognize tho binding force of that decis- 
ion fto long as it stands as a part of the 
law of the land. 
There Is In tho platform 
no suggestion of an attempt to dispute 
tho authority of tho supremo court. 
Tho 
pco])lo have a right to criticize oillcüil acts. 


Tho gold standard has boon weighed In 
tho balance and found wanting. 
Take 
from it the i>oworful support of the money 
owning and tho money changing classes 
and it cannot sUind for one day in any na- 
tion in tlio wox'ld. It was fastened upon 
tlio United fStates without discussion be- 
fore tho people, and its friends have never 
yut boun willing to risk a verdict boforo 
tlio voters upon that Issue. 


Our opi'-onents sometimes nclmit that It 
was a miiitalio t-o dojnonetize silver, but 
insist that we should submit to present 
conditions rather than return to tho bi- 
metallic system. Thoy err in supposing 
that wo have reached tho ond of ovil re- 
sults of a gold standard; wo have not 
reached the ond. Tho injury i,s a continu- 
ing one, and no person can say how long 
tho world is to suffer from tho attempt to 
make gold tlio only stiindard money. Bo 
long as the scramble for gold continues 
prices must fall, and a gener.'il fall in 
prices Is but another definition of hard 
times, 


A gold standard oncourages the hoard- 
ing of money» becauno money is rising. It 
also disoourages enterprise and paralyses 
Industry, On the other hand, the restora- 
tion of bimetallism will discourage hoard- 
ing, becautie, when prices are bteaJy or ris- 
ing, money cannot altord to lio idle in tho* 
bank vaults. 
Tho f.armors and wage earn- 
ers together coubtltute a. considerable ma- 
jority of the people of tho country. 
Why 
should their interests b'j Ignored in con- ^ 
fiidex'ing financial Ic^ishitiuaV A nione-. 
tary system whjoh is pocuniarJly advunta-l 
geous to a few syndioatos hi»»» far les.s to . 
commend it than a systojn which would i 
give hope and encourajjyment tu thoso who ' 
create tho nation's wealth. 


ItJ'jíí f'3c;iator tíhuriu \a sukl: 


"Tho contraction of tho currency is a far 
more disfcresRlng operation than senators 
suppose. Our owa and other nations have 
gone through that operation before. It Is 
not possible to take that voyage without 
the st>rest dlstro.ss. To every porson except a 
capitalist out of debt, or a salaried oilicor, 
or annuitant, It is a period of loss, danger, 
laesitudo of trade, fall of wages, suspen- 
sion of entc^'prise, bankruptcy and dis- 
aster." 


Mr. Blalue discusSOd the saino principio 
in connection with tho demonetization of 
silver, típeakluír in tlio houfio of reprcsou- 
tatives on tho 7r,Iv of February, IH7S, he 
said: "I bcliova tho strugcclenow going on 
in this cnunr.ry and other countries for a 
sinfflo gold standard would, if successful, 
produce 
wldfpprea'l 
disaster 
in 
and 
throiighouó tho commercial w"orId. 
Tho 
destruction of silver as money, and the 
establishing of gtild as the sole unit of 
value, nnist have a ruinous etTect on all 
forms of property, ercopt thoso invested 
which yield a tixod return in money. Thoso 
would bo enormously enhanced in valuo, 
and would g/iin a disproportionate and 
unfair advantage over eveiy other spocloa 
of pn)])orty." 


Wo are not asking that a new experi- 
ment bo tried; wo are insisting upon a re- 
turn to a financial policy approved by tho 
experience of hist-oiy and supported by all 
tho prominent gtatcsmen of our nation 
from tho days of our first president down 
to 1873. When we ask that our mints be 
opened to the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver into full legal tender money we 
are simply asking that tho pame mint 
privileges be accorded to silver that are 
now accorded to gold. 


Thero is an actual necessity for bimetal- 
lism, as well as a theorotic^il defense of It. 
During the last tweifby-throo years legis- 
lation has boon creivting an additional de- 
mand for gold, and this has resulted In In- 
creasing the purchasing power of each 
ounce of gold. Tho restoration of bimetal- 
lism in tho United States will take away 
from gold just so much of its purchasing 
power as was added to It hy the demoneti- 
zation of silver by the United States. 


We contend that free and unlimited 
coinage by tho United States alone will 
raise the bullion valuo of silver to its 
coinage valuo, and thus make silver bul- 
lion worth $1.29 per ounce in gold through- 
out the world. 
Thlg proposition is in 
keeping with natural laws, not in defiance 
of thoni. 
Tho best known law of com- 
merce is In tho law of- supply and demand. 
Wo recognize this law and build our argu- 
ments upon it. We apply this law to 
money when wo say that a reduction in 
the volume of money will raise the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar. We alsoapply 
the law of supply and demand to silver 
when wo say that a new demand for silver 
creatod by law will raise tho price of sil- 
ver bullion. 


If. for any reason, the supply of gold or 
silver In the future over exceeds tho re- 
quirements of the arts and the needs of 
commerce we confidently hope that tho 
intelligence of the i^eople will bo sufficient 
to devise and enact any legislation neces- 
sary for tho protection of tho public. 
It 
is folly to refuse to the people tho money 
which they now need for fear they may 
hereafter have more tlian they need. 


The American people now owe a largo 
sum to European creditors, and fallen 
prices havo left a larger and larger margin 
between our not national Income and our 
annual interest charge.q. Thero is only one 
way to stop the increasing How of gold 
from our shores, and that is to stop falling 
prices. 
The restoration of bimetallism 
will not only stop falling prices, but will 
to some extent restore pi'lces by reducing 
tho world's demand for gold. 


Perhaps the most persistent misrepre- 
sentiition that wo havo to jneet is tho 
charge that wo aro advocating tho pay- 
ments of debts in 5U-cent dollars. At the 
present time, and under present laws, a 
silver dollar, when melted, loses nearly 
half its value, but that will not be true 
when wo again establish a mint price for 
silver and leave no surplus silver upon tho 
marltot to drag down the price of bullion. 
Under bimetallism silver bullion will be 
worth as much as silver coin, and wo be- 
lieve that a silver dollar will bo worth as 
much as a gold dollar. 


In 1078 Mr. Carlisle said: 
"Mankind 
will bo fortunate If the annual production 
of gold and sliver coin shall keep paco 
with tho annual incivaso of pupidation 
and industry." 
I repeat thi.s assertion. 
All of tho gold and silver annually avail- 
able for coiJiage, when converted into coin 
at tho present ratio, will not, In my judg- 
ment, muro tliun SLI]/ply our monetary 
needs. 


Citizens of Now York, I have traveled 
from the center of the continent to tlio 
seaboard that I jnlght, in tlie very begin- 
ning of tho campaign, bring you greeting 
fi'om tlio people of the w«.st and south, and 
assure you thut their desire is not to.de- 
stroy, but to build up. They invite you 
to accept tho principles of a living faith 
rather than listen to those who preach the 
gospel of desjmlr and ailvlRO endurance of 
the ills you have. Tho Mvocates of free 
coinage believe that, in striving to eocure 
tho immediate restoration of bimetallism, 
they arc laboring in your behalf ¿in well.as 
in tlioir own Lvihulf. A law of your people 
jmiy proíápur under pro^^trnt conditions, but 
tile permaneut welfare of Kew York rests 
upon tlio producers of wealth.

TERRIBLE DYNAMITE EXPLOSION 


It Bosiilts In Threo Dcfttlis nnd Ipjurle« to* 


Many Other«. 


LAKCASTEU. Pa., Aug. 18,—Thrco m^^n 
wero killed, fifteon or moro injured and 
several buildings wero 
demolished or 
wrecked by tho explosion of twenty-five 
pounds of dynamite at New Holland, thir- 
teen miles from Lancaster, yesterday. 


The Pennsylvania Telephone company 
Is building a now line in that vicinity, and 
had stored tho explosive in tho suinm(»r 
kitchen of the Eagle hotel, 
Charh^s F. 
Cannon, an employe of tho company, and 
one of tho gang just about to start to 
work, went to the summer kitchen to get 
out enough dynamite for tho day's use. A 
fow moments latter thero was atorrlble 
explosion, and one side of the summer 
kitchen was blown out. A big hole In 
another side had blood and llcsli on tho 
ragged edges, and it is supposed that Can- 
non's body was sent through hero. 
The 
unfortunate man was blown to atoms, hi a 
Btomacii having been found two blocks 
away. 


Frank Hammond, of Harrisburg, who 
was standing outside of the building, had 
every bone in his body broken and was in- 
st-antly killed. 


George Grossman, of Stcelton, a water 
boy, was also standing near the building, 
and was so badly injured that he died 
while being brought to this city. 


Among those most seriously injured are 
Michael Wade of New Holland, who may 
die; Fivink Lewis of Lancaster, 
Frank 
Pealo of Scranton, David Hoffman of 
Reading, Joseph Hann 
of Allentown, 
Walter Faosig, porter of the hotel, and 
Philip Lawrence, John 
Conlon, 
John 
White and Robert Shirk of Lancaster. 


Tho damage to property will amount to 
a largo sum. 
Just what caused tho ex- 
plosion can only bo conjectured, as Can- 
non was tho only person in tho building 
when it occurred.

For a long period of years India 
has been characterized as a 
hole" of the precious metals, 
other words, there has been for many 
years a continuous flow of the precious 
metals—gold and silver—into India, 
where they have to a large extent dis- 
appeared, undoubtedly by burial un- 
der ground for the purpose of hoard- 
ing and concealment. 
The 
motive 
for this under the Mogul and native 
rulers was unquestionably to escape 
direct plunder or confiscation; but 
under 
British 
rule 
these 
hoards, 
amounting unquestionably to many 
hundreds of millions, are not taxed, 
mainly by reason of their inaccessi- 
bility, and partly by the recognized 
policy of the Government to avoid 
direct taxation of active capital, and 
encourage, by making safe its employ- 
ment, the tendency of these buried 
treasures to come to light and enter 
into the channels of trade. 
And tnat 
this policy has been a wise one is 
shown by the fact that within recent 
years there has been an inoreaeing 
disposition on the Indian owner« of 
concealed 
treasures—especially 
the 
Indian princes or rajahs—to withdraw 
them from their hoarding places and 
invest them in Governmont bonds, or 
other desirable, interest-bearing se- 
curities ; and in this way a very great 
addition to the world's active stock, 
the money metals, may be anticipated 
in the perhaps not-distant future,"—

TRANSPLANTINA 
CABBAGES, 


When the plants are about eight 
weeks old, they may be transferred 
from the seedbed to the field, on a wet 
day ii possible, as then they are less 
apt to become dry before 
being 
planted. 
If tho weather is dry, tho 
fieedbed may be watered artilloally, 
and the plants careJully removed, eo 
that as Jew roots be severed as i)os- 
eible. 
It is important to puddle the 
roots before setting. 
This is done by 
dipping them in thin mud, made from 
rich soil or manure, coating each little 
rootlet with the imxtura. 
After this, 
they may be placed in n cool, 
damp 
cellar, and if the roots are kept damp 
they may remain a week or more in 
this condition without detriment. The 
i:)uddling of plants is much better than 
taking the plants from a vessel of water 
while setting, because in keeping them 
a few days before setting, tiny white 
rootlets start, and these absorb water 


grows directly from the trunk a foot 
or two from the ground.

time companions wlio are readers of 
Tiik Item. To stop to explain all that 
I 
-was scon would detain the reader too 
Iqum, so only a brief account of the trip 
to and from the park will be given. 


As we—my companions and I—had 
the route laid out previous to our start, 
•all .that was ncccssary was to go and 
keep going. Arrangements having been 
maclc to leave this city July lUth at 0 a. 
m., we vi ere all ready, and as the clock 
cliimcd that hour we made our start. 
The first placc of note on our route is 
Brigham City, a beautiful town of about 
•2,000 population 22 miles from Ogden 
-which we reached at 7:55. We did not 
;stop here, but kept rolling over good 
roads through line farming country to 
Collinston, 42 miles from Ogden, a small 
station on the U. N. R. K., which wc 
n^eached at 10:80, after making one stop 
for light lunch at a farm house. 
After 
^stopping here 20 minutes we leave the 
railroad and travel a little west of north 
10 miles to a small settlement called Ply- 
mouth, where wc stop one hour for din- 
ner. 
We then continue north over very 
good roads through Malad Valley to 
Malad Citv, a beautiful town of 700 pop- 
ulation 
tlcre we again stop for some 
.thinff to cat. 
This was to be the end of 
.OUT tirst da>'s ride, but being so much 
ahead of time and feeling so fresh wc 
continued at 5:30 over the divide for 
Oneida, the next town SO miles distant, 
winch we reached at 10:10, owing to an 
accident and strange roads, upon which 
we pould not make time after dark, 
'This was the first day's work, the dis- 
tance covered being 100 miles. 


Monday, 2nd day, Ave got started from 
Oneida at 7:80. The first town is Mc- 
Cammon, 8 miles from Oneida, where we 
•come to the railroad again and travel 
along it over hills and through valleys 
for 10 miles, M^heu I had the misfortune 
-to break a rim of my front wheel.

favored me some however for we were 
just passing a team bearing a number of 
friends from Ogden who wero. kind 
cnouiih to give mc a saddle horse to take 
my front wheel to Pocatello and have it 
repaired, while they carried the other 
part to tOAvn for me.

^ay—Blackfoot. In this day's travel we 
iire on the Bannock Indian reservation 
-which is a fair specimen of some of our 
desert country; there is plenty of streams 
but none of the land is under cultivation. 
At Ross lork, 13 miles from Pocatello, 
there is a government trading post, 
which gives a stranger an idea of fron- 
tier life in early days. The distance trav- 
.eled 2nd day, 58 miles. 


Tiie 3d day wo leave Blackfoot at 7:10 
for Idaho Falls, 37 miles. Here we trav- 
el over good roads through a country 
•which is irrigated and c^tivated, and 
which resembles home more than the 55 
miles just passed over. Wo arrive at 
Idaho Falls at 10:30, Idaho Falls is a 
place of a place of about 2000 population 
jind is the trading quarters for the farm- 
ers in the valley north and east—a 1 argc 
iigricultural country. Jllero we spend 
2 hours shaking hands with old friends 
from our town, inquiring the road, ¿ac. 
After taking our friends* advice as to the 
best road, wo leave Idaho Falls at 12:30. 
About 14 miles out we come to au ir- 
rigating 
dituli and 
the farther 
we 
travel 
the 
thicker 
they 
are. 
These ditches are not bridged, and you 
can imagine how unpleasant they make 
it for \vhcelmen Avhen you remember 
that they are from 6 to 20 feet wide and 
from 2 to 80 inches deep. 
There are 
^ome fine farms to be seen along this 
road. 
The distance from Idaho Falls to 
Kexburg is 87 miles, which we had rid- 
ileu—including ditches—at 0:15, all wet 
ivnd muddy, and pretty tired climbing 
fences to cross ditohes and wading the 
^ame. 
Kexburg is a plcico of about 250 
population and is about 20 miles from 
the railroad. 
Distance for day, 03 miles. 


Fourth day Ave are up at 5:15. 
After 
partaking of a Jiearty breakfast, at 0:50 
wo arc again astride the "biitcs**' and afe 
(Oir for Bt. Anthony. 
Between these two 
j)lacei$-::-17 miles—-we encounter some 
very bad roads, which, with a small auci- 
dout, kejjt us some time on this road, but 
we got over it by U:30. Here wo spend 
50 mmutcs eating and inquiring the 
route, 
Aftijr leaving tSt, Anthony, quite 
a nice town of about 300 population, we 
pass through no more towns or settle- 
menis until the park is reached. 
From 
here the roads ary goud for four miles, 
wlieu we come to a sand bed of about 11 
jnilcb over which we had to walk and 
])ush our horses^ which mixikes sIoav trav- 
eling, but we gut to Hand Creek, where 
there aro two log cabins one milo apart 
which constitutes the town. 
Wo now 
l»egin to go up grade traveling up hill 7 
;nilub to tho top of the divide tlirough 
^ome 
finemuuntain 
sccuery, with some 
very steep inclines. 
Aftur reaching the 
i.op we sit down to rest, our eyes gusiing 
upon some of the linubt natural scenery 
in the world. 
V/e now descend the hill 
^vfoot, as it is too steep to ride, when "wo 
¿^et on Kome of tho finest roads to bo seen

er getting 5 miles over the divide my 
lardner punctured his tire and had to 


i ;;Jothcs and ford the fctrwiii), aud give tho 


wheels a ride—soincthiliff wc arc not 
upcd to. When acVoPS and our toilet ar- 
ranged, we travel about 8 miles to a 
ranch, where learn that it is about 17 
miles to the next ranch, and wo conclude 
to stop here all night. 
Distance for day 
58 miles. 


As this, 6th day, is the day wc figured 
on arriving in tho National Pfttk, we set 
out at 6:50 for our destination. 
A show- 
er in the night made it very unpleasant 
wheeling through high grasfl and mud, 
yet wo travel 9 miles to tho BuiTalo Riv- 
er, which has to be forded. As wo are 
pretty wet wo did not mind this, except 
tho work 
of undresMng, 4&c. 
When 
across and all ready we ride over good 
roads through flno scenery 11 miles to 
Snake river, which we cross by boat this 
time, and travel 15 miles further where 
we have "one more river to cross." Here 
the fording process is gone through 
again, and we then travel 8 miles to Hen- 
ry's Lake, which is tho source of the 
north fork of the Snake river. 
We stop 
here one hour for dinner. 
We now have 
another climb of 4 miles to the top of the 
divide 
Here at foot of hill we take a 
drink of water Avhich is flowing toward 
tho Atlantic Ocean, the first opportunity 
I have had to do this for four j^ears. 
We 
move on over good roads for 13 miles 
when we see a notice on a largo tree: 


PAUK LINE. 


No shooting inside this line. 
Now our hopes are partially satisfied. 
As we arrive in tho park it is 3:30 o'clock 
and just 335 miles from Ogden. 


Wc now travel 5 miles over beautiful 
roads to a log cabin wher\- tlierc are 
three of Uncle Sam*s men stationed to 
have all register and give up their fire- 
arms, as there is no shooting allowed in 
the park. 
We take a little rest here, as 
wc now have a distance of 4 miles to 
push our wheels, all up hill and very 
steep at places, M'ith plenty of sand. 
Af 
ter 
par 
walk 0 miles to our stopping place for 
the night—the Fountain Hotel. 


We are now in the park. 
After spend- 
ing two hours repairing my companion's 
tire we commence our 6th day by start- 
ing out to see some of the natural won- 
ders and curiosities of this grand public 
domain. 
As wc enter from the west we 
do not take the route of the visitor who 
enters from the north by rail, but start 
in Lower Geysor Basin and see a few 
small geysers of no importance. 
We 
keep going about 5 miles from the hotel 
to Midway Geyser Basin and here we 
stop to see the first of importance—the 
Excelsior—which to mo upon first sight 
is simply wonderful, as it is to most all 
who enter from the west. This geyser is 
not reliable as to its eruptions, as the 
first known was in 1871, then in 1881 and 
again in 1888, when it threw water to the 
height of from 75 to 250 feet at intervals 
of 1 to 4 hours, 
We did not sec an erup- 
tion here, but Excelsior as it is is a great 
sight when first approached. 


As we ride along the river on the op- 
posite side, the hot water from Prismatic 
Lake rolls down to the Fire Hole River 
over a bank or prism like 8 feet high, 
made of the formation the water contains. 
We cross the river now, and the first to 
attract the attention is the "Prismatic 
Lake," which is one of the finest pieces 
of natural scenery in tho park region. 
The lake, which is situated upon a mound 
of terraces from 1 to 6 inches high and 
about 6 feet in all, is of a selicious dopoB- 
it which arc of many shades. The lake 
is of a beautiful deep blue color, chang- 
ing to green toward tho margin, while 
that in the shallower portions has a yel- 
low tint graduall}^ changing to orange, 
while the steam arising from the lake is 
of the same color, the whole making as 
fine a sight as can be seen anywhere. 
The dimensions of this lake are 250x500 
feet. 


Wc now step down to Excelsior Gey- 
ser, 500 feet cast. This is the largest 
geyser in the park, its crater from which 
it throws its water being 330 feet in 
length by 200 feet in width at the widest 
part. The water, which is about 30 feet 
from the level, is of a deep blue color, 
but can only be seen when the wind 
blows the steam ofi of It, as there is a 
dense cloud arising continually. 
We 
now turn to Turquois Spring, situated 
about 150 feet north of Excelsior, nota- 
ble for its brilliant blue water. 
This si- 
lent pool which is about 100 feet in diam- 
eter has an overflow through a narrow 
channel; when the Excelsior was in mo- 
tion the Turquois, so it is said, sank ful- 
ly 10 feet, and did not resume its normal 
condition for nearly a year. 
Just a few 
feet from this is a beautiful spring of 
cold water, which is surely wondorful. 
This place now known as Middle Geyier 
Basin used to be called **Heirs Half 
Acre," until the geyser was discovered. 


All ;the sights being seen hero, we 
travel southward about 1 mile where we 
enter Upper Geyser Basin, and the first 
and most beautiful sight I ever saw in tho 
shape of water is what is called the 3Iir- 
ror Spring—a small hot spring about 30 
feet in diameter, with the most beautiful 
colors imaLanable, 
A foM' hundred feet 
farther is ilorning Glory Spring, which, 
as its name implies, resembles that flower. 


Astride our wheels again, we travel 
about one mile fartiier and we are in Up- 
per Geyser Basin proper. 
This basin 
contains 26 geysers and upwards of 400 
hot springs; it is trianguhii in form and 
and embraces about four square miles. 
The main Firehole river drains it ccni- 
trally, and its banks aro tliickly pitted 
with steaming Iiot springs and are stud- 
ded with mounds and cones of geyserito. 
Hero, grouped within tho narrow space 
of perhaps a square mile, are the grand- 
est and mightiest geysers known to man, 
and silent pools of scalding, meteoric 
water tliat for beauty of formation and 
delicacy <jf coloring are simj)ly marvel- 
ous, 
Cloud,s of vapor hang over this por- 
tion of the earth ; the earth trembles and 
is filled with strange rumblings; tho air 
is heavy with ;>ulphurous fumes, and 
vegetable life is extinct. 
Prof, Chas. T. 
Whitewell, a member of Cardiir (Wales) 
Naturalists' Society quoted Lord Dun- 
raven as saying that a view of Firehole 
Valley gave him the impresbiou that 
some modern cities had been overwhelm- 
ed, and had so lately sunk amid flames 
into tJiO bowels of tlio earth that the 
smoke of tiiuir ruins was still abccnding 
through he^ips of smouldering ruins.

FATAL ACCIDENT. 


Constable 
Charles Heist, of 
Oxford 
township, 
Meets Instant 
Q)eatk 
in a Railroad 
Accident. 


Charles Heist, 
residing 
between 
Berlin Junction and Hendrix Station, 
in Oxford township, was instantly 
killed by being run over by a freight 
car on the Berlin train of the W» M. 
R. R. at Bittinger's lime kilns, near 
his residence, ou Monday morning 
about 6:30 o'clock. 


The facta of the case as gathered 
from an eye witness are that 
Mr. 
Heist was standing upon the rear end 
of a gondola car while the train was 
making a shift into the switch at tbe 
kiln, and must have either fallen off 
by losing his balance or have been 
thrown off by the jar caused by tbe 
sudden 
application of 
the 
brakes. 
When he fell he must have been roll- 
ed a short distance in front of the car 
wheels until at tbe frog where he was 
caught and both legs cut off by the 
car wheels passing over him. 
The 
right leg was off at the thigh and the 
left leg below tbe knee. 
When the 
accident was discovered the train was 
stopped 
and the unfortunate man 
picked up and placed upon the grass 
but life was already extinct. 
The re 
mains were then placed upon a wagon 
and taken to his home. 
In dressing 
the remains a l^rge bruise was dis- 
covered directly over the heart,which 
was the cause of his immediate death. 
The trainmen or the officials of the 
road are in no wise responsible for 
the accident. 
I t seems that he must 
have jumptd the train to ride to the 
kilns. 


Mr. Heist was a popular man in 
his township, as 
honest 
and 
true 
as 
steel, 
and his host 
of friends 
in this community deeply deplore bis 
untimely end. 
He was thrice elected 
constable of Oxford township, 
and 
made a good official. 
As a husband
